Bucks County residents 
will be able to get their 
first dose of the Sabin oral 
vaccine on September 22, 
the beginning date for the 
Delaware Valley mass polio 
immunization pro g r a m , 
and have complete immu­ 
nization by Christmas. 


The program is a joint venture 
of B u c k s, Philadelphia, Mont­ 
gom ery, and several New Jersey 
counties. 


Three doses of the vaccine a re 
needed, one for each of the three 
polio strains. The vaccine is ad­ 
m inistered on sugar cubes. 


At 50 Sites 


The Bucks Clinics will be con­ 
ducted at approxim ately 50 sites, 
not all of which have been chosen 
yet. 
Full 
details 
are 
expected 
later this week. 


Type I serum will be adm inis­ 
tered at the first clinic. A m ake­ 
up clinic will be held Septem ber 
29. 


Type Iii serum will be fed Oc­ 
tober 27 with a m ake-up clinic 
on November 3. 


Outbreak Speeds Program 


Type II serum will be given 
D ecem ber 8 with 
the make-up 
Decem ber 15. 


The program was originally ex. 
pected to begin in October, but 
it was pushed up because of the 
sudden outbreak of polio in P hila­ 
delphia. 


Dr. Joseph k ilte r, chairm an of 
the polio com m ittee for the Bucks 
County Medical Society, has urged 
the Sabin vaccine for all persons 
over six weeks of age w hether or 
not they have had Salk shots.

George C. Wal­ 
lace defied Hie federal government in three cities today 
by ringing white schools with armed state troopers who 
turned away Negroes who tried to enter. 


W allace’s action thus set the 


stage for another showdown be­

governor and the federal govern­ 
m ent which had said troops would 
be used if necessary to force the 
integration. 


In W ashington, Atty. Gen. Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy w as closeted with 
his assistants planning the next 
step. 


W allace sent nearly 400 troop­ 
ers into B irm ingham , Tuskegee 
and Mobile to turn away the Ne­ 
groes who had been ordered ad­ 
m itted by the federal courts.
